California taxpayers have a gold- 
en opportunity at the current ses- 
sion of the State Legislature—if they 
recognize it quickly enough, and 
take hold of it vigorously enough— 
to clamp the brakes on extravagant 
State spending and halt the upward 
climb of state taxation! 

For despite the record-breaking 
state budget which has been sub- 
mitted to the legislature; despite the 
demand for more than $63,000,000 in 
new taxes which the budget con- 
templates, and despite the fact that 
“pressure groups” are clamoring on 
all sides for ‘something for noth- 
ing’—there is more actual senti- 
ment for a program of sound ec- 
onomy and sensible retrenchment 
among members of the Legislature 
than at any other time in many 
years. 


But most. legislators, in the final ; 


analysis, will vote as the people 
back home urge them to vote. If 
the most insistant demand comes 
from groups and individuals want- 
ing bigger relief payments, bigger 
pensions, bigger political payrolls 
and and bigger expenditures——most 
of the lawmakers, in all probability, 
will vote them, and then vote for 
new taxes to pay the freight! But 
if farmers, home-owners, business 
men, wage-earners and housewives 
join in demanding an end to con- 
Stantly mounting tax burdens; if 
they actually get on their high horse 
and out-yell the “yell leaders” hired 
by government’s wards and depend- 
ents, there is more than an even 
chance that the legislators will take 
the pruning shears to the budget 
and kill all new tax proposals. 

“The battle of the budget’, in 
this writer's opinion, will not be de- 
cided in the legislative halls at the 
state capitol, even though the bal- 
lots will be cast there. The batile 
will be decided in the legislators’ 
home districts—by the letters, phone 
calls, telegrams and _ delegations 
that are sent to Sacramento. The 
real battle is not between legislat- 
ors; it is between tax-spenders and 
tax payers, with every likelihood 
that the most articulate and best 
organized group will win. 

California agriculture has much at. 
stake on the outcome of the tax 
fight at the Legislature—for Cal- 
ifornia farmers are among the 
State’s heaviest taxpayers. And it 
the bi-partisan economy bloc in the 
legislature, which has shown splen- 
did determination in its fight this 
session to halt the state’s spending 
spree, fails to receive support from 
the people back home, there will 
undoubtedly be drastic tax increases 
and the collapse of any serious ef- 
fort toward economy for years to 
come. 

The Agricultural Council of Cali- 
fornia, representing 40 major farm 
cooperatives, with 70,000 farmer 
members, voted at its legislati-e 
meeting recently to oppose any and 
all tax increases at this session of 
the legislature—and to work for a 
policy of trimming expenditures to 
a point where they can be met with 
present revenues. Back in 1933, when 
the last determined fight was made 
in vhe legislature for an economy 
program (a fight that failed for 
lack of public support), the farm- 
ing industry demonstrated its sin- 
cerity by voluntarily cuting the bud- 
get of its most important agency, 
the State Department of Agricul- 
ture, more than $1,000,000. But only 
one other department in the state 
government followed suit. And ag- 
riculture was penalized at that time 
for its sincerity by the action of an 
assembly meeting in lopping off 
$400,000 more, apparently on the as- 
sumption that its sincerity was du- 
plicated—and that it must not need 
the money. It is to be hoped that 
at this session there will be a deter- 
mined stand to treat every depart- 
ment alike, with no favorites, and 
with intelligent pruning to effect a 
balance between outgo and income. 

William A. Pixley, secretary of 
the Property Owners Association of 
California, whose group represents 
more than 100,000 smal] home- own- 
ers, recently pointed the need for 
public support of the tax reduction 
crusade, with the forceful declara- 
tion: “Taxation is no longer taxa- 
tion; it has become extortion—and 
thousands of home-owners and 
farmers will soon lose their prop- 
erties and their life savings unless 
a halt is called. I am assured bv 
Senator Tickle, chairman of the 
senate revenue and taxation com- 
mittee, that there is no actual need 
for new taxes, or increases in ex- 
isting taxes, if the public will make 
known to the legislature its demanc 
for a balanced budget — balanced

PROBATION 
REVOKED 


Davenport's Admissions 
At Hearing Held Tuesday 
Show Terms Violated 


That the terms upon which pro- 
bation is extended in the Superior 
Court mean exactly what they say 
—a statement which Judge George 
H. Thompson has often made from 
the bench in granting for revoking 
the probation which had_ been 
granted to Roy Davenport. 

That probation was revoked and 
that Davenport was committed to 
San Quentin prison was reported in 
our edition of Tuesday, but owing 
to the necessity of brevity in or- 
der to include the report of the mid- 
afternoon hearing in Tuesday’s pa- 
per, we were unable to report the 
nature of the hearing or the facts 
which were revealed as applicable to 
the case. 

Davenport, on probation following 
a guilty plea to a charge of grand 
theft in connection with highgrad- 
ing at the Black Oak mine, was 
called to testify. 

The nature of his testimony was 
that in connection with a recent dis- 
order at Coloma he was under the 
influence of liquor, that although 
he had made restitution on the 
amount of only $10 on the value of 
the gold he had confessed stealing. 

He further testified that he had 
left the state without obtaining per- 
mission to do so, and that he car- 
ried in his effects a pistol. 

Davenport had Attorney T. S. 
Marlor to advise him during the

Cold Output 
At New High 


Gain In Production For 
Seven Consecutive Years 
Will Continue In 1939 


NEW YORK (UP) — World gold 
production in 1938 totaled 38,337,- 
000 ounces, worth $1,341,795,000 
based on the United States’ price of 
$35 an ounce, the Standard Statis- 
tics Company, Inc., estimated to- 
day. 

The output last year rose to a 
new high for the seventh consecu- 
tive year and compared with 36,- 
266,000 ounces in 1937, 34,218,000 
ounces in 1936 and 30,854,000 ounces 
in 1935, the authority said. 

The outlook for this year “ is for 
further increases in production in 
all the principal producing coun- 
tries,” the Statistical House declar- 
ed. Gains in this country, how- 
ever, will again be somewhat less 
than in Canada, and as a conse- 
quence, “The latter may displace 
the United States as the world’s 
third largest producer,” it was said.

Marking the Drills 


For starting all plants which it) 


is convenient to transplant into the 
garden (and which accept such 
treatment (the seed box is a use- 
ful device, even after the weather 
permits outdoor sowing. 

One great advantage of the box 


is that you know just where your! 


seeds are; and can move them 
about, into the sun or shade as they 
may require. They may be kept 
where with little trouble, watering 


can be done and frequent inspec- ; 


tions made to insure the seedlings 
are growing with proper vigor. 

Gutdoor seed boxes, kept in sun- 
my, airy places, meet few of the 
difficulties which are common to 
indoor seed boxes. Damping off is 
seldom encountered; spindly plants 
are unknown and growth is more 
vigorous and rapid. An _ outdoor 
box started four weeks later than 
an indoor box will often have its 
plants ready to set out only two 
weeks later than the indoor plants: 
and in a few weeks more there will 
1.0t be much apparent difference 
between the two sets of plants. 

Fill your box within an inch of 
the top with loamy soil, well sifted. 
If the box is put together 
cracks between the boards no drain- 
age holes are necessary; but if 
tightly made, bore holes in the 
bottom to let excess water escape; 
and cover the holes with broken 
pottery, to prevent soil from es- 
caping.

| Sowing the Seed 


|be sown thinly so that it is not 
necessary to aransplant the seed- 
‘lings. This saves time and work, 
and also speeds up growth. Each 
little plant should have 
frow 

If the box is placed on a table, it 
is easy to be sure that the seeds 
lare spaced far enough apart in the 
shallow drills which are made with 
| the edge of a ruler. These drills, 
spaced an inch or two apart, will 
enable you to sow more seeds in 
the box than if you broadcast the 
seeds. You may also sow several 
varieties, and mark the name and 
color on each row. 


Where you sow only one kind of 
seed in a box and do not especially 
desire to economize in room, the 
seed may be broadcasted; and this 
will probably give the seedlings the 
maximum amount of room to de- 
‘velop. This method is often follow- 
ed with very fine seeds, like pe- 
'tunias, which are scattered on the 


surface, and covered by raking the 
soil lightly with the edge of a ruler, 
or stiff cardboard, then firming it. 
A good way to keep from crowd- 
| ing seeds sown in drills is to put 
jinto the seed packet dry sand to 
the amount of three times the bulk 
of the seeds; this keeps the seeds 
apart and insures the 
ample room to grow.

Firming the Soil 


| After the seeds are sown, and 
!eovered with soil. the dirt should be 
| firmed over them. The object is to 
|bring the seed in close contact with 
the soil. without air pockets to sep- 
‘arate them. This contact is neces- 
sary to enable the rootlets, when 
they develop, to take up nourish- 
iment 
| The next step is to soak the soil 
| with water, without washing the 
;seed out of place. The quickest and 
|best way is to lower the box in a 
tub of water until it soaks up 
enough from the bottom to wet the 
surface. Until the seedlings develop 
{roots which anchor the plants sub- 
| stantially. this method is recom- 
| mended. 

The box should be watered daily. 
An outdoor box which is filled with 
loamy soil which lets excess water 
pass through freely can hardly be 
overwatered. Evaparatiun is al- 


ways high, and one day's neglect | 


may cause a crust to feym on the 
soil and the plant growth to he 


definitely checked.
